by the decisive \ote of C,', to 21, adopt-

pending vhen at 2 p. m. the morning 
hour expired and the entire matter 
lapsed as though no vote had been 
taken. 


It served, however, for some lively 


parlimejitary fencing between Mr. Al- 
len (Pop., Neb.), tie author of the 
motion, and Messrs. Chandler, Hale 
and Aldrich. 


The debate was at times sharp and 


personal. Mr. Allen is very blunt m 
his expressions and he taunted the 
Republicans 
for shrinking from the 


Dingley bill after conduting a tariff 
campaign. 
"It has gone out from the powers

Old Abe, the War Eagle. 


Old Abe, the farnons Wisconsin war 


eagle, was c»iptnred in tho spring of 
1861 on FlKDbean river, near the hue 
between Ashland and Prince counties, 
by a CfaippeWa Indian chief named Sky 
The bird'wat, then about the size of a 
common chiokeu hawk. 
The Indian 


traded the eagle to Dainel McCann cf 
Eagle Point, Wis., for a bushel of rorn, 
and McCann sold it to a Mr. Mills of 
Ean Claire for $5 Mills presented the 
bird to Captain J. E Perkins, who was 
then organizing the Eighth Wisconsin 
regiment. The bird then began the moat 
remarkable career that has ever been 
known to a member of thf fsatnered 
tribe. At Madi=on, before the regiment 
left for the south, the eagle was given 
the name of Old Abe, in honor of Pre«i-

Li Hnng Chang's commissary carried 


•with it around the world a supply of 
Chinese preserved eggs for the embassa 
dor's special use. 


"Those wonderful eggs," said Mr 


Doyle, the steward of the Waldorf, at 
•which Li stopped, during his sojourn in 
New York, "are not so bad, after all 
Here is one of them (showing what look- 
ed like- a piece of pumice stone, but 
•which was an egg incased in clay). 
This was given me by one of the cooks 
and may be a century old for aught I 
know. This is a preserved hen's egg 
The process of keeping them la very 
primitive and simple and yet very ef 
fectivo.

start classes for the training of mothers 
in kindergarten principles, in order that 
home education and kindergarten edu- 
cation might be mutually supplemen- 
tary." The movement was at first so slight 
as hardly to attract public attention. 
But it has bees gaining impetus to such 
a degree that in February, 1897, it will 
gather all its forces into one, in a first 
national manifestation at Washington. 


Xhe value of such meetings cannot be 


overestimated. It matters not whether 
the parents, by reason of culture and 
special study,'are already in harmony 
with the kindergarten and the school 
or whether they represent the most ig- 
norant elements in the city, the results 
of the connection made between home 
and the school or kindergarten are three- 
fold: 
First—It is a helpto the mother,who, 


seeing her child from the point of view 
of the kindergartner or teacher, comes 
there, in the light of fuller knowledge, 
to a clearer understanding of his needs. 


Second.—It is a help to the kinder- 


gartner or the teacher, who, seeing the 
child from the point of view of the 
home, can adjust her individual man 
agement to her clearer know ledge of his 
character and home conditions. 


Third.—It is a help to the child, by 


reason of the mutual enlightenment anc 
assistance of mother, kindsrgartner anc 
teacher, whose forces are thus directed 
into the eame channel instead of divid 
ing into different directions, to the 
weakening of the influence of both. 


The day will come when every kinder- 


garten and every school shall be consid- 
ered incomplete unless, in estimating 
the factors essential to success, the 
mothers' meeting holds a prominent 
place.
